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SAVE SCHOOL CHILDRENS LIVES 


from her home in Yishuv Metzad 

in Gush Etzion to her workshop in 
the Old City of Jerusalem, where 
she is busy spinning the thread and 
weaving the cloth for the 32-metre- 
long girdle of a priestly garment. 

Her work is only a small part of a 
project, Treasures of the Femple, 
preparing all the objects and utensils 
necessary for the Temple rites, orga- 
nized by Rabbi Yisrael Ariel, a pro- 
ject which assumes special signifi- 
cance on Tisha be'Av, marking the 
destruction of the First and Second 
Temple, which falls this weekend. 

Avraham has already woven the 
robes worn by a priest. A hat is 
being made, as is a belt. There is a 
pair of pants which, like the robe, is 
one seamless garment; it was woven 
on a computerized loom, 

Among the other items is ἃ cop- 
per laver, for the priests to wash 
their hands and feet. The laver con- 
structed by Moses had two faucets;

compromises. with six. 

It is topped with the muchni, a 
container for water which is not part 
of the laver itself, since any water 
left overnight in the laver, a holy 
vessol, is unfit for use the next day. 
Here the contemporary planners 
were forced to make a choice be- 
(ween various rabbinic authorities. 

They settled for the present version, 
following a description by Maimoni- 
‘des, rather than the source that de- 
Scribes the muchni as a complex 
mechanism that lowered the laver 
into a large cistern each morning. 

However, the laver has two bases, 

one concave and one convex, to 
make it accord with conflicting ac- 
counts in the Mishna. A similar 
compromise was worked out for the 
golden priestly crown, In one πὸ- 
count, the name of God is above the 
word “to consecrate”; in the other, 
itis on the same line. This crown has 
the name οὗ God in letters twice the 
size of to consecrate.” 
For the Yom Kippur rite there is 
the kalpei, the lottery box into 
which the two lots were cast for the 
two goats, one to be sacrificed and 
one for the scapegoat, to be sent out 
to Azazel, The lots themselves are 
silver, plated with gold. 

Nearby is the three-piece incense 
set, including a silver container, a 
cover aid a tray. The 11 ingredients 
for the incense are kept ready in 
separate jars, as it is forbidden to 
mix them until they are to be sprin-. 
, kled on the altar. The recipe for the 
incense was in the hands of one farn- 
ily, as was. the identity of the hilazon 
shellfish that produces the special 
dye for the blue thread of the izitzit,

Arch of Titus in Rome, which shows 
the Pemple treasures being carried 
off by the triumphant Romans, fol- 
lowing the destruction of the Second 
Temple. 

Less familiar is the silver cup-like 
object used to pour the blood of the 
sacrifices, Made without a base, as 
described in the Mishna, so the 
priest cannot put it down. It is large 
enough to hold the blood of a large 
cow. 


ALL THIS, Ariel admitted, Is a 
modest beginning. If he had the 
funds he would immediately set up a 
dairy farm to raise red heifers, 
whose ashes are necessary for the 
purification rites, That, he sald, in 
an interview with The Jerusalem

Two years later he was onc of 29 
defendants acquitted on charges of 
attempting to break into (he Temple 
Mount. Most of the group were ar- 
rested at Ariel’s home in the Old 
City, shortly before the alleged in- 
cursion was scheduled to take place 
in what was said to have beon an 
effort to dramatize tho rights of Jews 
lo pray at the holy site. 

ccording to an associate of Arl- 
el’s, he undertook the present pro- 
Joct because ho wished to engage jn 
something less controversial than 
his former activities, something with 
which all Jews could identify. In the 
past, Ariol prescnted a wild-looking 
image, with decpsct, 
and ἃ perpetual air Οἱ 
him, Today, he appears tranquil and 
5 long, now-grey beard is 
neatly combed.

thread in his rzitzit reveals an ele- 
ment of non-conformity, 

The Treasures of the Temple pro- 
ject has been underway for a year, 
Ariel says il took Moses only six 
months to complete the work for the 
sanctuary in the desert, and today 
too it would be possible to have 
everything ready for the Temple 
rites ~ if the funds were availoble. 

Were there no halachic prohibi- 
tions against making such utensils? 
Tt was forbidden, he suid, to make 
such objects for private use, but an 
“eternal commandment” to make 
them for the Temple. And for the 
purposes of learning, he added, one 
was permitted lo touch these objects 
and take them apart. 


ARIEL DID NOT relate directly to 
the question whether his object was 
to build on the Temple Mount, on 
the site now occupied by the Mos- 
lem Dome of the Rock and Aksa 
Mosque. He referred, instead, to 
the opinion of some rabbis that only 
after the Messiuth comes will the 
Third Temple be built. 


“Ezra and Nehemiah didn't wait 
for the Temple to come down from 
heaven," he said. According to the 
rabbis, those who built the Second 
Temple were worthy of a mirucle, 
but it did not come. If we are wor- 
thy, it would be wonderful, he said. 
“TE not, we ovust build it ourselves." 

For Ariel, the commundment to 
rebuild the Temple is no less valid 
than the laws of Shabbat, or the 
injunction to put on tefillin. One has 
to do it. And if we begin, he adds, 
somehow it will be finished. 

“If we hid begun this project 40 
years ago, then, immediately after 
the Six Day War, when we did have 
the opportunity, the sacrificial rites 
could have begun immediately,” 
Ariel says. 

He is aware that there are yeshi- 
vat in the Old City that are engaged 
in studying the laws of the Temple 
rites, bu¢ he said that he hos no 
contact with them. ‘They are cn- 

aged in more theoretical studies, 
he In more practical work. 


So far there are no specific canci- 
dates for the jabs of priests and le- 
vites in the Temple, but anyone who 
traces one's lincnge to these ancient 
groups could be cligible to take port 
in the sacrificial rites, after the prop- 
er study, even if today he is not 
obscrvant. The only prerequisite is 
that he must wish to do it. A well- 
known musician is at work recon- 
structing the music of the Temple 
Service, : 

Wasn't Ariel concerned that (o- 
day's Jews might be put off by the 


sacrificial rites? Not at all,‘he ἅπ- 


swered. Just as people now went to 
a restaurant and ordered a steak, 
they could go to the Sk ng on Pes- 
sah and there cat a “holy steak.” 

Meanwhile, the project, whose 
collection and exhibition room ἵ5 
lucked away in one of the side 
streets of thie Jewish Quarter, is 
making modest beginnings. Tourists 
and school groups come to sec the 
objects and hear about them. Schal- 
ars are shown the rabbinic refer 
ences on which the work is based. 
Perhaps'‘one of the visitors might 
offer to underwrite the most impor 
tant and most costly of all the Jem- 
ple Treasures, the solid-gold men- 
ore (candelabrum). The plans ase 
ready, drawn up by an expert from 


. the Bezalel Art Academy. It ingor- 


porates the base panels scen in ! 
Arch of Titus, sather than the tripod 
base shown in most ancient Je 
mosaics and stone reliefs. But just{© 
be suto, there are, three feet under- 


neath the panels, — ; 


"1Z AZOY - So it’s like this,” Rab- 
bi Mordechai Druck opened in Yid- 
dish, as though resuming the Tal- 
mud lesson after a monientiry pause 
rather than after a 23-hour break. 

Tt was 4:30 a.m. last Friday morn- 
ing. About 20 men from various 
walks of Jerusalem life and two ov- 
easional residents were assembled in 
aroom of the police post at the rear 
of the Western Wall compound for 
their daily Talmud shiver with 
Druck.

earlier, just as the muezzin's call was 
issuing from the loudspeaker of one 
of the minarets on the Temple 
Mount above the Wall. Eisenbach 
also brought along several small 
trays of Kugel and other goodies, to 
be served after the Shabbat services 
next morning. 

The other participants gradually 
arrived in similar transports, one of 
which also brought two beggars, 
whoearn their livelihood by offerin; 
pilgrims to the Wall the oppartunity 
to give charity. 

Some of the men had atready 
been to the mikve for their Shabbat 
eve and Rosh Hedesh vitual inmer- 
sion (it was the first day of the 
month of Av), When we went in- 
side, about 20 men and a handful uf 
women Were already at the Wall, 
feciling psalms or petitionary pray- 
ers until it was lime for the Shahurit 
morning service. 

“Iz azoy,” Druck began, and 
went on to lead the grouyy in discuss- 
ing a matter in (ractate Me‘ 4b 
pertaining to the ‘Temple service and 
the kohunim, the priests. In honour 
of one of the visitors who wis u 
kohen, Druck noted that the first 
day of Av is the anniversury af the 
death of Moves’ brother Aaron, the 
founder of tho hereditary priest- 
hood, whose death date is the first 
‘Reellically mentioned in the Bible 
(Num. 33:34-49),

AS THE shiur proceeded, Moshe 
Yosef Hans was busy in the adjacent 
Kitchenelts boiling water und pass- 
ing glasses of coffee and tea und 
Platters of cookies through the

3 am. every day, spending the

At 
micday he goes home for a while, 


then returns to look for peaple to 
help during the afternoon and eve- 
ning prayer hours. He is there on 
Shabbat morning tov, and collubo- 
rates with Eisenbach in making 
goudies and liquor available for ἃ 
Lehayim after the morning service. 


Klein is the official Western Wall 
seribe. After nltending Druck’s 
shiur, he puts in a day's work ἱπ ἃ 
tiny office in Beit Straus, next to

and ilo necessary repairs, but he also 
does the calligraphy on the cortifi- 
cates given to buys who celebrate 
their bar mitava at the Wall. 


Klein's futher was among the first 
participants in the shiur when it was 
begun right after the Six Day War. 
‘The initiutor was the late Rabbi Ye- 
shayahu Scheinberger, until then 
the fivry and witty “foreign minis- 
ter” of the Natorei Karta in its hey- 
day under the leadership of the late 
Rabbi Amram Blau. With the Wall 
und Jerusalem’s other ancient Jew- 
ish holy places back in Jewish hands, 
Scheinberger retired from “ politics’ 


DRUCK HAS BEEN conducting 
the Wafl shiur for 13 years, since 
Scheinberger, who died nine years 


A member of the woll-known Je- 
rusniom family of that name, Druck, 
andelbaum agrec,“is 
extraordinarily erudite ani 
tongue that can issue nothing but 
jewels." He supports himself and his 
family by giving shiurim at a number 
of yeshivot in Jerusatem, mainly at 
Beit Zevut in Sha’arei Hessed, and 
delivers sermons and Mussar talks at 
several synagogues. 

Mandelbaum, who is also found- 
ing head of the Foundation for Fu- 
ture Generations-Keren Ladorot 
and was president of the America- 
Israel Cultural Foundation for 10 
years, visits Jerusalem regularly for

to devote himsclf to organizing 
shiuri throughout the city -- here in 
‘Tulmud, there in Pentateuch and 
vommenturics, elsewhere in Mussar 
thics) ~ seven of which he con- 


extended periods, and for the past 
three years has been a daily partici- 
pant in Druck’'s shiur. He discov- 
ered it when, after taking part in the 
Vetikin sun-up service, he noticed a 
group of people coming out of the 
Police post.

Another regular participant in the 


shiur on his frequent visits to his 
children, grandchildren and siblings 
here, is Rabbi Nathan Weiss, rabbi

Shiomo Eisenbach runs the family 
taxi company in Mea She'arim.

ON FRIDAYS, Druck winds up the

Last week's portion included 
God's command to Moses to take 
revenge on the Midianites for hav- 
ing caused the Israelites to sin griev- 
ously.

The Talmud does not say, “They 
loved money,” but “....dheir mon- 
cy,” that is “each other's money." 
This means that they regurded cach 
other's prosperity with grecn-cyed 
envy, which caused them to hate 
each other fer no objective reason. 
“If you love money that much," 
Druck said, “you can’t sec truth or 

011." 

Finally, he referred to a passage 
in Song of Songs 4:7, “You are ull 
beautiful, my dearest, there is no 
flaw in you.” 110 interpreted this as 
follows: 

“When you see the ‘all, the totul- 
ity of the person ~ or, in keeping 
with the allegorical nature of Song 
of Songs, of the Jewish people -- you 
will see the riearh ‘You may see an 
occasional blemish, but you will not 
seo the flaw.”

During 1987 most of the 8,000) 
Jews who left the Soviet Union were 
refuseniks, and many of them had 
spent many bitter years waiting for 
ἍΠ exit permit. This fact is widely 
known, So is the fact that the drop- 
out mite has been rising sime the 
Soviets re-opened the gates of Jew- 
5 ration early last year. 

The linknge between these two 
facts was not widely noticed, howe v- 
er. A study of the “refusenik emi- 
gtation” of 1987 by Prof. Mordechai 
Altshuler of the Hebrew University 
revealed, though, that mast of them 
followed the trail ta America trod- 
den by tens of thousund of others 
since the late 1970s. 


“People don't always know the 
facts," Altshuler said with a shrug, 
in u recent interview. “Maybe they 
don’t want to know. Many people 
here have indulged in a mystifica- 
tion of Soviet Jewry. Or they have 
focused only on ἢ few prominent 
refuseniks, many of whom made 
aliya in the past year.” 

Altshuler, originally from Poland, 
is a demographer who specializes on 
East European and Russian Jewry 
at the Institute of Contemporary 
Jewry of the Hebrew University. He 
is also head of the Centre for Re- 
search and Documentation of East 
European Jewry at the university, 

He said that the myths woven 
xround the struggle for Soviet Jewry 
over the past 20 years have led most 
people to make an equation be- 
tween "refusenik" and “aliya activ- 
ist.” While it is true that most of the 
aliya activists have been refuseniks, 
une cannot claim that most refusen- 
iks are aliya activists, he asserted. 

“It’s high time,” he said, “that we 
Stop perceiving Russian Jewry as a 
monolith, "Russian Jewry’ as a con- 
cept has only geographical validity, 
When we talk about American Jew- 
ry, we make all sorts of distinctions 
between the affiliated and unaffiliat- 
ed, or between people living in vari- 
ous regions,” 

With Russian Jewry, too, making 
distinctions can help us understand 
things like tho drop-out phenome- 
non that have been obscured by 
myths or ideological blinders. 


THE SO-CALLED drop-outs did 
not attract much notice until 1974, 
when a sudden surge occurred in the 
proportion of Jews leaving Russia 
who did not continue on to Israel 
once they reached Vienna. During 
that year, over 20,000 Jews left the 
Soviet Union, but more than 3,800 
of them went to the U.S. or other 
western countries. 

Two years later the drop-out rate 
had risen from close to 20 percent to 
50 per cent. During the early 1980s 
it reached 70 per cent. Between 
1968 and 1987, more than 275,000 
Jews left Russia. About 166,000 
came fo Israel, while 110,000 went 
elsewhere, mainly to America. 

Many factors come into play in 
determining a Russian Jew's deci- 
‘sion about where to go upon reach- 
ing Vienna. Visions of “streets 
paved with gold” in America arc a 
powerful force that no amount of 
antl-cnpitalist propaganda has been 
able to erase, Ignorance about Israel 
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rop-out myths 


Most Russian Jews today bear a closer resemblance 
to their cousins in America than to their grandfathers 
in the shtetl, Charles Hoffman reports 


or distorted views of life in this 
country fostered by the Soviets also 
play a part - as do letters from Israel 
from relatives describing the trials of 
absorption. 

Altshuler argued that another fac- 
tor of great importance in shaping 
the drop-out rate has been largely 
ignored by Israeli leaders who have 
dealt with Russian Jewry: the weak 
Jewish identity of many of the emi- 
grants. 

“In the early years of the Russian 
aliya [of the 1970s], Israeli leaders 
conjured up the image of the Rus- 
sian Jews whom they had known 
decades ago in the shtetl -- the Jews 
deeply rooted in Jewish culture, the 
nationalist Jews whose natural place 
was in the Zionist movement. 


“They forgot that several things 
had happened to Soviet Jews in be- 
tween," he said with deliberate un- 
derstatement. He was referring to 
the brutal eradication of Jewish cul- 
ture under Stalin and his successors, 
and to the fact that the third, and 
sometimes even the second genera- 
tion born after the Bolshevik revolu- 
tion had become so assimilated that 
they did not even know Yiddish. 


“But the weak Jewish identity 
characteristic of most Russian Jews 
today is not only the result of being 
cut off from Judaism and the Jewish 
world for over 60 years. Ina study of 
what happened to Russian Jewry 
during the Holocaust, I found that ἃ 
much higher proportion of the ‘Jew- 
ish Jews’ were killed by the Nazis, 
and that more of the assimilated 
ones survived.”* 

Not much attention was paid to 
the Jewish identity factor at the Start 
of the Soviet aliya movement, be- 
cause of the strong Zionist orienta- 
tlon of the leading activists and be- 
cause most of the olim came from 
regions where Jewish culture and 
identity had managed to survive, 

“Until 1974 the Russian aliya 
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drew on large reservoirs of Jews 
with a strong Jewish identity: the 
olim from the Baltic states had been 
living under Communism only since 
the 1940s, and traditional Teligious 
communal life was maintained in 
Georgia and Bukhara. But after 
1974 these reservoirs began to dry 
up. 
“More important, though, is that 
even then, in the mid-1970s, most of 
the Jews from Moscow who left 
Russia went to America. Even then 
this group had a drop-out rate of 
about 90 per cent. Most Jews in 
Russia today resemble the Moscow 
Jews, who have lived for at least 
three generations under Commu- 
nism and are highly assimilated." 

It is generally thought that there 
are about two million Jews now in 
sme a Altshuler's esti- 
mate puts the total at 1.5 million. 
About half of all Russian Jews ak 
Ty non-Jews, and most of the chil- 
dren of these mixed marriages 
choose to register as non-Jews when 
they receive their own identity pa- 
pers. ᾿ 

The ‘Social profile of Soviet Jews 
today is in fact quite similar to the 
profile of American Jews, Altshuler 
said: Both groups are three or four 
generations removed from the shtetl

He recalled that under Brezhnev 
“the daily press was full of crude 
anti-Semitic and anti-Zionist propa- 
ganda, including the equation ἢ 
tween Zionism and Nazism. This 
not common today. Nor du you see 
anti-Semitic books published under 
the guise of anti-Isracl literature, 
except perhaps in the Ukraine. And 
attacks on Zionism are more likely 
to treat it as a political issue, instead 
of as a racist phenomenon, where 
Jews are said to have ‘Zionism in 
their blood.” ” ὑπ το 

Anti-Semitism is flourishing in 
one respect, however, as part of a 
Russian nationalist revival. A major 
expression of this non-official, or 
perhaps semi-official anti-Semitism, 
is found in the Pamyat movement, a 
mass membership organization that 
propagates its rabid anti-Semitic 
doctrines in public. 

“Under glasnost, there is greater 
freedom for anti-Semites, as well as 
for Jews, to express themselves. 

“The emergence of Pamyat, how- 
ever, is part of a wider struggle with- 
in the political and intellectual es- 
tablishment over the future of the 
regime. Some want greater liberal- 
ization, while others want to usc 
anti-Semitism as a way to attack the 
reforms. There are some newspa- 
pers and journals that attack Pa- 
myat, and others that ‘smell’ of Pa- 
myat. Thus in some quarters there is 
an interest in fighting anti-Semitism 
in order to protect Gorbachev's re- 
forms.” 

How this new form of anti-Semi- 
tism is experienced on an everyday 
level by most Jews is difficult to say 
exactly, he said. The impact of the 
new anti-Semitism, Pamyat style, on 
Jewish emigration “depends on how 
the Jews there perceive it subjec- 
tively, and not necessarily on how 
we may interpret it. 

“The Zionists among the Jewish 
activists are naturally more sensit 
to it, and may tend (v exaggerate its 
importance. But others, who are not 
so highly conscious of their Jewish- 
ness, may Ue able to adjust to this 
form of anti-Semitism as long as it is 
not violent or crude.” 

This may be particularly so if the 
formal and informal barriers to the 
advancement of Jews in professional 
and economic life weaken as a con- 
sequence of Gorbachev's reforms. 

Again Altshuler draws on the 
American Jewish experience to illu- 
minate this seeming paradox: edu- 
cated Jews seeking material and 
professional success may be willing 
to live with some anti-Semitism in 
the atmosphere, if this does not hit 
close to home in their everyday life 
and does not impede their advance- 
ment and assimilation. In addition, 
being “anti-anti-Semitic" today in 
Russia puts ζου on the side of the 
Progressive faction in the regime.

Created by the head of the psychi- 

atric department of the focal gov- 
ernment hospital has become a fo- 
cus of enjoyment for the com- 
munity. 

Dr. Lionel Davidson, who also 
Serves as district psychiatrist for the 
140,000 residents of the region, 
didn’t actually envision this role for 
the zoo when he started it; he was 
looking for ways to enrich the expe- 
Mence of patients by giving them 
animals to observe and to help care 
for. But he soon found that the pro- 
Ject was bringing other benefits. 

Davidson, who came here from 
Scotland, manages a mental health 
Service that includes a 30-bed hospi- 
tal for in-patients, a 15-bed day-hos- 
Pital for those who can return home 
in the evening, and six out-patient 
Clinics, one of them exclusively for 

dren, 

_He has a staff of 12 psychiatrists, 
Cight clinical psychologists, 14 social 
Workers, 13 nurses, a dance thera- 
Pist, an occupational therapist and 
Students. These include nursing 
trainees from the government hospi- 

tal and clinical psychology gradu- 

ales, who do their qualifying intern- 
ps there. 
With an amused chuckle and the 
. warm burr of his native speech, Da- 
vidson admits that his inspiration for 
the zoo came about because “1 like 
animals.”

Many friends. The Ministry of 


[: Safad, a small but well-kept zoo 
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Health, together with the Joint Dis- 
tribution Committee, provided 
funds to refurbish the grand old 
stone building so that it now serves 
as an open-ward hospital. 

* ‘The department does not have fa- 
cilities for long-term, chronic admis- 
sions. The funds, while generous, 
were not enough. Through the assis- 
tance of the Arm Hai organization, the 
department was adopted by the 
Western Psychiatric Institute in 
America that is based in Pittsburgh, 
Pu. Davidson stressed the impor- 
tance of this adoption. Looking 
round his book-lined office where 
the latest in psychiatric journals are 
shelved, he said, “This is by courte- 
sy of the people in Pittsburgh. Gov- 
ernment budgets only cover the pur- 
chase of one, maybe two, new texts 
a year.” | 5 

‘There was very little available in 
the way of mental health care in the 
Galilee in 1978 and “almost every- 
thing was waiting to be done, he 
says. "This was a blessing in dis- 
guise. Although we lacked a proper 
infrastructure, we also were free of 
any restraints imposed by a former 
way of doing things.” 

This, Davidson says, is one of the 
most important factors in building a 
good community mental health ser- 
vice in an area like the Galilee. 
Since the Galilee lacks most of the 
attractions of the cities and since 
salaries are low, the only thing he 
feels will attract young professionals 
‘to the area is opportunity: oppor- 
tunity for advancement and the op- 
portunity to implement new and dy- 
namic ideas in mental health. 

But when it came to the setting up 
of a zoo, there was no money to be 
found and Davidson turned to his 
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friends, American Zionist and phi- 
Janthropist Henry Everett and his 
wife Edith. “For those who have 
difficulty expressing emotion and 
who have problems in developing 
relationships, animals can be an im- 
portant link, They are dependent 
and undemanding in that they ac- 
cept you as you are without placing 
any demands as to what you shuuld 
be,” he said. 


THE EVERETTS provided the funds 
for the small but growing 200. The 
τοῦ today houses spotted deer, pea- 
cocks, ducks, geese, monkeys, 
goats, tropical birds and pelicans, as 
well as a number of lesser fowl. The 
monkeys, Davidson relates, came 
from a research institute where they 
had been used for experiments. 
They were frightened, miserable 
and mistrusiful. Today they are 
sleek and cheeky and it seems that 
while helping to rehabilitate others, 
the monkeys themselves were 
rehabilitated. 

A more recent project has been 
the plant nursery that occupies 
about a dunam just below the hospi- 
tal. There, under the instruction of a 
gardener from Rosh Pina, the pa- 
tients grow plants and get paid for 
their work. The plants, popular 
sales items since Safad has no other 
nursery, are expected to provide a 


revenue that will help support the 
special projects themselves. The 
unit for breeding budgerigars, para- 
keets, love birds, cockatiels and ca- 
naries is also an income project. 

But again, a project like this re- 
quires funding. Here Davidson was 
helped by Keren Doron and by the 
Safad municipality. Mayor Ze'ev 
Perl is a staunch supporter of the 
mental health service and through 
the good offices of the municipality 
land was cleared and a modern nurs- 
ery with a greenhouse was created. 
“It is hasd to describe to you just 
how helpful the mayor and his staff 
have been," Davidson says. 

One of the greatest challenges 
Davidson has faced is the multi-na- 
tional nature of the Galilee popula- 
tion. Since the out-patient clinics 
serve Jews, Arabs and Druse, his 
staff includes two Arab psychia- 
trists, an Arab social worker and the 
male head nurse, who is an Arab. 
This, Davidson feels, is a most im- 
portant fuctor in mental health in 
the Galilec. 

He has also been approached by 
social workers who work with the 
mentally retarded as well as those 
who work with delinquent youth. 
All of these services see the zoo and 
the nursery as possible support sys- 
tems for the community. The de- 
partment also operates a club house 
on the premises and the occupation- 
al and dance therapy classes are 
popular with patients and staff. 

One of Davidson's big surprises 
was the interest of the general com- 
munity in these innovations at the 
psychiatric hospital. It soon became 
obvious that Safad citizens, lacking 
either a zoo or a plani nursery, and 
in general short on parks and play-

grounds, were flocking to the 
grounds of the hospital. The area 
also contains playground equip- 
ment, lawns and even a small motor- 
ized carousel, a gift from Carmiel. 

“This is ἃ way of breaking down 
the traditional walls of fear and sus- 
picion that characterize people's re- 
action to a mental hospital. We 
are," he reiterates, “a community 
health service. “The more the public 
trusts and supports the community 
service, the belter service we will be 
able to provide." 

One of the most recent projects 
has centred around the acquisition 
of a couple of flats that will serve as 
half-way houses for patients who ure 
discharged from the hospital. In 
each of these flats four former pa- 
tients will live and begin to resume 
the day-to-day activities that charac- 
tetize normal life. ᾿ 

They will do their own shopping, 
attend training courses or work at 
their jobs and will maintain the flat 
together. They will have the suppor- 
tive visits of a departmental nurse 
and social worker. ‘The flats are 
available and the patients are wait- 
ing, but right now they are largely 
unfurnished and this is the project of 
the moment. 

Davidson's approach to the very 
varied service thal he heads is one of 
comprehensive mental health ser- 
vice for the entire area. Seeking a 
non-stigmatic approach that will in- 
tegrate mental health care with the 
commuity at large, Davidson has a 

few other projects up his slecve. 
“It's too soon to talk about them yet 
but the dynamic approach to com- 
munity mental health that is devel- 
oping in the Galilee just may sur- 
Iprise all of us.” a

Nuti belongs te a school of young 
Italian comics -- Roberto Benigni of 
Down by Law is another -- yenile, 
lunury souls who work mostly with 
silences and glances, and five in 
their own private universe, slightly 
cockeyed, and out of ours, bathed in 
a surrealistic objcctivity which lends 
persons and objects unexpected di- 
inensions, There are no belly laughs 
in his comedy, but plenty of smiles; 
thore is na real logic in the plot but

“All That Jazz," and several 
selections from Fay Girl and Chorus Line, 
From her operatic repertoire, she will sing the 
“Habanera” from Carmen, recreating the role 
that catapulted her to international celebrity 
status, When she performed the title role op- 


posite Placilo Domingo, in the film by 


Francesco Rossi. 

What has captured the respect of the critics 
and the hearts of her admirers is Johuson's 
unique combination of talents. Virtually no 
other performer has demonstrated the abitity 
to sing both popular and a legitimate classical 
repertoire and also dance and act on the pro- 
fessional level. 

“These talents are not easily separable, but 
seem [0 merge whenever she performs,” said 
Pnina Luster, music teacher and graduate of 
the Hebrew University’s musicology depart- 
ment.

Her professional career took off with roles 
as Moria in West Side Story and Hodel in 
Fiddler on the Roof. 

Afterwards, she went to Europe for further 
vocal training and stayed on to perform ut the 
Vienna Volksoper. She then became a Euro- 
pean television celebrity, and in two succes- 
sive years she won Germany's “Most Popular 
Entertainer" and “Most Populur Classical 
Artist” awards. 

Johnson's operatic appearances include the 
leading roles in Salome, La Boheme, and Pug- 

cl, and she has sung in virtually every

comparison, | don't know why 
there Is such resentment. The un- 
derlying problem of the two re- 
gimes is very similar; how to 
maintain a way of life in the face of 
resistance by disaffected, disen- 
franchised members of a subject 
nation, 

Anyway, whether analogies can 
be drawn and whether the objec- 
tions to tham are valid, it is impos- 
sibla to watch a film like the one 
about Winnie Mandela without 
thinking about the Situation hera. 
For Instance, she says that no solu- 
tlon is possible without the black 
man, snd without his being rapre- 
sented by the leaders of the ANC, 
Inside and outside South Africa. 
How applicable this is to the inev- 
itability of our negotiating in the 
end with the PLO, however vehe- 
mently Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir may deny that such a 
thought has ever entered his head. 

Winnie Mandela was asked how 
she felt after being married for 30 
yeare to aman with whom she has 
only spent a total of five months. 
She answered proudly that she 
had known she was marrying the 
ANC and the cause of her people, 
not just a man, and that the great 
love that they bore for each other 
had sustained thelr marriage. 

Will a film like this be made 
some day about some Arab leader 
rotting at present In an Israeli de- 
tention centre and his wife? | fear it 
will, unless we move faster to- 
wards peace. 


THE international pressure on us 
to do 80 was intensified this week 
by the Dutch Prime Minister Ruud 
Lubbers and his Foreign Minister 
Hans van den Broek. We saw the 
Dutch delegation and Journalists 
come under a hail of stones in the 
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Kalandia refugee camp: | suppose 
that Shamir is hoping that this ax- 
perience will shake their view that 
we must negotiate with the PLO. It 
is more likely to have the contrary 
effect. 

The truth is that we have lost the 
war of nomenclature. Twenty 
years ago Golda Meir and Moshe 
Dayan could say that there is no 
such thing as a Palestinian, and get 
away with it. And our right-wing- 
ers always referred meticulously 
to Judea and Samaria. Now even 
they talk about Palestinians and 
“the areas.” 

The change is not only ἃ matter 
of semantics, but relates to a pro- 
found change of attitude: every- 
one accepts now that thare is a 
Palestinian nation, and that the ar- 
eas are differant from Israel within 
the Green Line. 

What is more, the references aro 
key words in triggering associa- 
tions in the minds of our friends 
abroad. The English, Americans, 
Dutch, French, Germans ail had 
their areas or provinces or colo- 
nies Inhabited by patriotic settlers 
and native-born, underprivileged 
people who eventually rebelled. 
They feel that they all went 
through exactly the experience 
that wa ara going through, and 
they prescribe for us the remedy 
they all eventually used: to grant 
independence, to get out, and to 
try to conduct friendly relations 
with the nation they formerly gov- 
erned.

Even if this is 
correct, we Israelis do nat need to 
fall into line. 


On the subject of olde England, 
every Friday | watch the Forsyte 
Saga with unfailing delight. De- 
spite the lapse of years, the sorias 
stands up as firmly as ever, A cou- 
ple of weeks ago, it dealt with the 
1926 General Strike, and Michael 
Mont stressed a favourite John 
Galsworthy theme: the poiniloss- 
ness of strikes, sinca eventually 
the parties agreo, after immense 
suffaring, to a formula proposed 
early in the negotiations. The fight- 
ing drags on and on to save the 
faces and satisfy the vanity of the 
leaders on both sides.

RED CROSS FAILED 
GENEVA - A West German lelevision journalist has accused the 
international Red Cross of doing linle during World War Ilia help Jews in 
concentralion camps, and of facilitating, as a resuh af negligence, the 
escape of Nazi war criminals after the war. 

Tha charges were levelled by Hoinar Lichtenstein, correspondent for a 
West German television network, who is also author of a book attacking 
the Red Cross, His allegations were published last month in La Suisse 
and La Tribune de Geneve. 

Asked to respond, Fritz Steinman, spokesman for the Geneva-based 
International Committee of the Red Cross, defended the humanitazian 
agency's conduct during and after the war, “If three war criminals did get 
away, hundreds of thousands of innocent war victims got documents 
from the ICRC which saved their lives,” Steinman said. 

He said that Geneva University historian Jean-Claude Favez wilt pub- 
lish a book this fall about tha ICRC’s work on behalf of war prisoners; 
ICRC had opened its secret archives, which it had never done befora. 

In his book Lichtenstein charged that, although it has claimed other- 
wise, the ICRC in Geneva was well aware of Nazi atrocities during the 
war. Ho said rumours wore circulating in 1941 of genocide in Nazi doath 
camps, but the Rec Cross “closed their oyas.” 

Lichtenstein also charged that in 1945 when it was possible to halp 
concentration camp inmates, the ICRC neglected Jewish prisonars from 
Poland or Germany in favour of those from the Allied nations. [5]

THE BEZALEL Academy of Arts 
and Design last Thursday opened its 
end-of-year exhibitions, all nicely 
concentrated in its historic premises 
in Jerusalem's Rehoy Shmuel Hana- 
gid and what is now the Artists 
House next door. Alt told, the dis- 
‘plays ace a distinct. improvement 
over those of the last few years. 

The pleasant surprise this year is 
the display of work by a dozen bud- 
ding painters and sculptors at the 
till-now moribund Department. of 
Fine Arts. Many of the large paint- 
ings and floor sculptures ore of a 
figurative bent, with careful atten- 
tion to composition, textures and 
finish. The self-indulgent messiness 
of post-modernism, with all its over- 
tones of rebellion against every- 
thing, including drawing, suddenly 
seems a thing of the past. Here arc 
students ai a each in their 
own way, with the traditional task of 
wedding emotional reactions and 
depictions of atmosphere to the nuts 
and bolts of composition and. tech- 
nique, Best of all, each has pre- 
served a highly individual approach; 
there is no suggestion of even a self- 
imposed diktat, something that has 
stifled development at other schools 
in this country. 

Things are also !ooking up in Ce- 
ramics and Jewelry-Metalwork, de- 
spite the continued tendency in 
these departments to view them- 
selves as producers of fine arts in 
another medium. Perhaps when the 
Bezalel campus is unified on Mount 
Scopus the thorny question of artis-

affected by lack of taste. 

The high price of gold and silver, 
not to mention precious stones, 
have made the departure from pre- 
cious metals and jewels seem com- 
plete, but this year's widespread use 
of rich enamel has rescued many of 
the pieces on view. Enamel has also

ing useful objects is welcome. But 
couldn't we have some good old 
pots that are easy to hold and pour, 
please ? Ultimately, both jewellers 
and smiths must make things that 
are not only innovative, but which 
will sell. The real world is just out- 
side the Bezalel's door. 
Photographs are easy to spread 
around and the prints of 14 senior 
students line walls throughout the 
show. The accent is mainly on peo- 
ple and faces and on competence 
rather than inspiration, though 1 
liked the work of a student who 
deals in situations. But this is a for- 
giving medium, all too easy to use at 
all levels below the inspired one. 
A high level of analysis and pre- 
sentation characterizes the architec- 
tural projects of the Department of 
Environmental Design, notably 
those concerning the development 
of the South. Particularly striking is 
a design for a new air terminal at 
Eilat. The department's industrial 
design display this year thankfully 
eschews its usual unsittable chairs 
and concentrates solely on devices, 
from a hotel breadcutting machine 
to an emergency heart-assist pump, 
a portable vacuum cleaner, a robot 
field vehicle and an ingenious ar- 
Tangement for mixing exact shades 
of paint. The designs for new naval 
work-uniforms are dreadful, but 
there is a fine prototype for a racing 


bike, which, while appearing to em-

body recent developments in cov- 
cred wheel ratios, also offers a radi- 
cal and long-awaited departure in 
handlebar design, ensuring the best 
grips while seated or standing on the 
pedals for climbing. An achieve- 
ment in itself is the brary! Renal 
le support system of this show, 
fashioned of ¥stapled cardboard, 
with a false ceiling of transluscent 
drawing paper. an : 

The graphic art section is as solid 
as ever and full of fun and attractive 
packaging; some of the beer bottles 
are particularly rich. There is much 
good illustration, from twee water- 
colours of insect families and a de- 
lightful “Rare Species” book (albeit 
with tiny, illegible text) to 
some brilliant medical illustrations 
rendered in pastels that are both 
practical and highly aesthetic at one 
and the same time. This is a depart- 
ment that fits its graduates for in- 
stant integration into a society that 
needs what it has to offer. Little 
wonder that year after year, it 15 
over-subscribed by the most talent- 
ed of applicants. ὃ 

One ropes that when the Acade- 
my completes its eventual move to 
its new campus on Mount Scopus, it 
will continue to find a way to holdits 
“annual” downtown. If not, I fear 
that few will feel inclined to make 
the trek up to Scopus.

THE LONG-AWAITED show de- 
voted to the art and history of the 
comic strip, which opened in a carni- 
val atmosphere at the Israel Muse- 
um's Youth Wing last Thursday, is 
entertaining and informative 
enough, but also something of a dis- 
appointment. Like many of the 
Youth Wing's didactic shows, it tries 
to be all things to all ages, but it is 
becoming increasingly apparent that 
this is a mistake. 


it cap also be argued that comics 
are adult fare rather than anything 
else; certainly the better strips have 
always appealed to both parents and 
children. Today, younger kids 
watch animated cartoons, while 
comic strips here and abroad, at 
least those that appear in newspa- 
pers, cater to teenagers and adults. 
Some are fanciful, others philosoph- 
ical, many quite political. That 
leaves the world of comic books, 
some of which are aimed at ages 
nine or 10 (the Superheroes etc.) or 
young adults with a mental age of 
nine or 10. Then again, in France, 
Belgium, Italy and Japan, torrid ro- 
mantic novellas are also presented 
in strip form, an easy read for the 
labouring masses bored by TV. 
“Underground” comics, also sold in 
book form, often comprise specific 
if comic pornography. 


The range is enormous and this 
show, despite the goodly number of

Originals from a 
Richie Rich strip explain the process 
involved in combining storyboard, 
art direction and finished work, just

The paraltels with film technique 
are pointed up in panels that feature 
movie stills surrounded by comic 
strip samples that employ similar 
techniques, in close-ups, long shots, 
low-angles, special Jighting effects, 
etc. Many strips employ “dolley- 
shots” and other continuity tricks 
employed by film directors. There 
are also examples of successful sat- 
ires and spinoffs from the comics

that have developed into highly suc- 
cessful businesses and art forms. 
Just two on view here are Mad Mag- 
azine (which also ‘does satires on 
films and TV serials in strip form) 
and the Pop paintings of America’s 
Roy Lichtenstein, who became a 
multi-millionaire painting enlarge- 
ments of panels that might have 
come from Terry or Steve Canyon. 

Feature films and comic strips 
have often led a symbiotic existence. 
Tarzan and Flash Gordon serials 
and comics fed on each other. The 
Superman films and spinoffs pulled 
in millions, with not a penny going 
to Clark Kent's original creators, 
two New York Jews named Jerry 
Siege] and Joe Shuster, who, in their 
old age, were finally awarded a 
shameful pittance. 

The Sunday story comics went 
into a decline (also because their 
creators were ailing and aging) just 
as TV started screening old movie- 
house cartoons, while making new 
ones especially for the medium. A 


flip through a sheaf of celluloids 
here, each containing part of a car- 
toon figure animated into move- 
ment, suffices to recall this link, 
though movie animation is rightly 
beyond the borders of this exhibit. 

The first strip to take hold in this 
country was the wordless Ferd- 
‘mand, which still survives in this 
newspaper. Subscquent strips were 
translated into Hebrew, with panels 
being récut from right to left, 
though this of course often played 
hell with the visual continuity. A 
key (o casy comic reading is suitable 
typography and the first Hebrew 
translations were woefully deficient 
on this point, Many American stri 
artists still use specially trained sta 
to ink in the lettcring in their 
balloons, 

There are a number of contempo- 
rary Israeli strips on view, from the 
delightfully drawn ones by Eitan 
Kedmi, the most sophisticated and 
charming of our newspaper illustra- 
tors, to the primitively rendered 


strips of Dudu Creve aml the Super- 
man takeoff of Michael Netzer’s 
Uri-On, Netter i. you guessed it, 
ab immigrant fram the U.S. Seis 
Ya‘ucoy Kiiavhen, the creator of 
The Post's Dry Boney, alsaon view 
here. 


al supports for this 
coloured cutouts of 
comic-strip characters, all heautitul- 
ly nade. They arc af only momen- 
lary attraction however and offer 
something only te the very not-yet- 
reading young. Their only other 
function is to full up sume of the 
huge space of the Weinstein galler- 
ies, which could have been handled 
very differently had all the panels 
been moved upstairs and used vw 
break up the spice.

Had this heen a show for young 
and not-so-young adults, all the ex- 
pensive visual honpla could have 
been dispensed with and the money 
invested in getling more preat strips 
and more process originals, mount- 
ed for comfortable viewing and 
reading. I missed that Freudian mas- 
terpiece Krazy Kat, and The Kat- 
zenjammer Kids and the more re-. 
cent and beautifully drawn Pogo. 
These strips died with their creators, 
unlike Blondie, also missing, as are 
Andy Capp and Doonesbury, the 
latter pair provide material for seri- 
ous social study. And was Tin-Tin 
anti-Semitic? Perhaps one day 
young Michal Broshi, the curator 
making her debut with this exhibit, 
will give us a wider and deeper 
show, mounted for comfortable . 
adult viewing in the now-abuilding 
contemporary art pavilion. Comics 
are too serious a matter to be left to:

IS"PHIS situation really protected 
by huw? Yes, if you take the word of 
the locul labour councils, which are 
representatives of the [istudrut and 
offer guidance to domestic workers 
and their employees on their mutual 
obligations. 

The basic information [ received 
from the Tel Aviv-Jaffa Labour 
Council was confirmed by a profes- 
sor of lahuur law at Tel Aviv Uni- 
versily and an attorney who special- 
izes in Jabour relations. 

“There is no doubt," 1 was told hy 
the latter, Nuhuin Feinberg, “that 
the relationship between a house- 
hold and its domestic worker is a 
classic case of employer and cm- 
ployee," The cleaning person is not 
a free-lancer selling a service, like a 
plumber who cames ta do work in 
my home. 

“Your cleaning woman uses taols 
which you own, doesn’t she?” Fein- 
berg asked me. ''And she works ac- 
cording (o your instructions. Hence, 
she is your employee, no matter 
how many or how few hours a week 
she comes." 

Even if you and your cleaning 
help should sign a contract stating 
that he or she is ‘'self-employed” 
(atzma’i) and that you have no mu- 
tual employer-employce obliga- 
tions, he says, such an Agreement 
would not hold up in court. 

The rights of domestic employ- 
ees, (including those in child care and 
gardening), bus fares and rest-home 
allowance are based on regulations 
made by the minister of labour, 
brondening the scope of collective 
labour agreements between various 
bodies and the Histadrut. All the 
other rights are embodied in specific 
laws. 

Of course, admits Feinberg, there 
re frequent legal battles between 
domestic employees and their em- 

loyers, and such cases come before 
jabour relations courts. But these 
cnses are only over details -- for in- 
stance, whether an employer had 
sufficient evidence of theft to dis- 
ass an employee without severance 
pay; or an employee's new residence 
is distant enough from the employ- 
er's home to justify severance pay.

Joyed as domestics, the local la- 
boar councils will go to court for 
free on their behalf if a dispute can- 
not be settled amicably. 

Information is availuble to any- 
one, domestic employer or employ- 
ec, whether a Histadrut member or 
not. In Tel Aviv-Jaffa, answers to 
specific questions are not given over 
the phone. Office hours for personal 
consultation are Sundays through 
Thursdays, 4:30-6:30 p.m., and on 
Sunday and Wednesday mornings, 
#:30-10:30 a.m, 

To relieve the pressure, there is a 
24-hour automatic recording (in He- 
brew, of course) giving the answers 
to the most-asked-questions about 
household help. This service is avail- 
adic to anyone in the country who is 
willing to invest in a phone call to 
03-284304 or 284471. 

In addition, those who write to 
Uziel’s office with a specific ques- 
tion, in virtually any language, will 
receive a written reply in the same 
language. One can also request a 
aie guide to the subject in He- 

rew. The address is Rahel Uziel, 
Beit Brenner, POB 4077, Tel Aviv 
61040, 

The following is based mainly on 
Ty own question-and-answer ses- 
sion with her. 


INSURANCE, Whatever else you 
may do or not do for your domestic 
help, pay the bituah denmi, the na- 
fonall insurance. 

Do this primarily for your own 
protection. If your employee has an 
aceldent in your home, or on the 
way to or from work, she (as I shall 
call her throughout, even if she's a 
he) is entitled to collect compensa- 
tion, including long-term disability 
pay, from the National Insurance 
fnstitute (NIL). If you have not paid, 
the NII can collect the full compen- 
salion from you. 

You do not necd to give your 
rg oe full name or identity number 
to insure her, if she refuses [0 di- 
vulge them. She doesn't even need 
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to know you are insuring her. It is 
preferable to have this information, 
as well as her year of birth , bul all 
the NII needs from you is the em- 
ployee’s first name, and your name 
and address. 

To register an employee for the 
first time, contact the NII office 
nearest your home and ask to have a 
form sent to you. After you have 
paid the first time, at almost any 
bank, the form will come to you in 
the mail automatically, every half 
year. (It used to be quarterly.) 

For most employees -- if they are 
Isracli citizens aged 18-60 (women) 
or 18-65 (men), the NIT payment is 8 
a cent of the wages. It is permissi- 

le to withhold one-quarter of this 
from the wages, but most employers 
prefer to pay the whole thing - and 
that is even what the labour councils 
advise, 

For employees under 18, or over 
retirement age and already receiv- 
ing a NI) pension, the payment is 
only 3 per cent of the wages. (With a 

erson's ID number, you can check 
if she is petting a pension.) For resi- 
dents of the West Bank and the 
Gaza Strip who are not Israeli citi- 
zens, and for other foreign workers, 
tha NII payment is only 2 per cent. 

The Bituah Leumi payment form 
lists a “minimum daily wage" figure 
of its own, and says that you must 
base your percentage calculations 
on this figure in the event that the 
employee actually earns fess than 
that per day. This is to provide prop- 
er daily insurance coverage for an 
employee who works very short 
hours. The current daily minimum 
for purposes of Bittah Leumi calcu- 
lations is NIS 15.72, This figure has 
no connection whatsoever with the 
Minimum Wage Law requirement 
(see below). 

If you have difficully understand- 
ing the Hebrew forms, don’t use this 
AS an excuse to neglect your duty to 
register your help. Get someone to 
assist you, perhaps at your bank. 


INCOME TAX, Officially, as an 
employer, you must report your 
help’s wages to the income tax au- 
thorities and even withhold tax, but 
even the labour councils and the 
lawyers to whom I spoke say it isn’t 
necessary. If you do, chances are 
your help will quit — or at least de- 


mand that they get the same amount 
in hand as if you weren't deducting 
tax. 


WAGES. You must pay at least the 
legal mimimum wage. There is no 
legal maximum, of course. 

Today's official minimum wage 
for all workers is NIS 706.95 a 
month for a full-time job (a 45-hour 
week). The Minimum Wage Law 
sets the figure at "45 per cent of the 
average national wage," based on 
statistics collected by the NII. 

Curiously, as of earlier this week 
anyway, the Tel Aviv-Jaffa Labour 
Council recorded message gives the 
minimum wage for a nanny (metape- 
fet) as NIS 700 a month. The same 
source, however, says a cleaning 
woman (ozerer bayit) on a full wage 
should get at least NIS 800. 

Monthly wages must, by law, be 
paid by the 9th of each month. 

At hourly rates, says the labour 
council, clenning help should get 
NIS 7 an hour, and childcare help, 
NIS 6. 

You are unlikely to be paying as 
little as that. But if you have been 

aying a certain amount, and your 

elp asks for a raise, you do not 

have to agree. And if she quits be- 
cause of your refusal, you are nor 
obliged to give severance pay on this 
ground. 


COST-OF-LIVING increment. 
This is a compulsory addition to 
wages, made periodically in the light 
of the C-of-L index, which has to be 
paid to every employee in the coun- 
fry, as I am sure all my readers 
know. 

Don’t take the employee's word 
for it that there’s been a cost-of- 
living increase. If you are in doubt 
whether there has really been an 
official increment to wages, phone 
your local labour council, (The next 
one is anticipated in the fall.) 


HOLIDAYS. Employees who work 
on a monthly basis are entitled to all 
official national and religious holi- 
days which happen to fall on their 
workdays. The eves of holidays are 
ordinary half-workdays, like Fri- 


a 
mployees who work on a certain 
day or days of the week are not 
entitled to pay for holidays except 
when Independence Day or Elec- 
tion Day happens to fall on their 
Tegular day. 

Some employers feel that it is not 
fair to penalize a domestic help if a 


holiday happens to fall on her work. 
day. [fone decides to pay wages fur 
such a day off, this may be done as a 
freewill bonus: it is not a right. 


SICK LEAVE. Every employee 1 
entitled to three weeks sick leave 
per year. (ΠῚ your help works once a 
week, that meins three of her work. 
ing days per year.) This, huwever, 
requires a ductor’s certificate, even 
for only une diy missed. 

Leave because of ἃ work accident 
is subject to different rules, and one 
should ask the Jabour council. 


PREGNANCY. Yuu cannot fire a 
domestic help who becomes preg. 
nant, provided she has worked six 
months before the pregnancy be- 
gan. If there is any doubt, request ἃ 
doctor's determination of the date 
of conception. 

The employee is expected to con- 
tinue working during her pregnan- 
vy, unless τ doctor certifies that she 
cannot. Similarly, she is entitled to 
do less strenuous work if she has a 
doctor's note advising this. Again, 
cases in dispute should go to the 
labour council. 

When the woman leaves to have 


ὡς her baby, you must sive her job for 


three full months, during which time 
she gets maternity pay from the NII. 
Jf you wish to give her ndditional 
time off without pay, you may, but 
are not required to hold her job 
open for a full year as in some sec- 
tors of the economy. 


VACATION. Your help is entitled 
to an annual paid holiday, based on 
the length of time she has been em- 
ployed. From the first to the fourth 
year inclusive, she gets two weeks a 
year ~ scaled, of course, to the num- 
ber of days of work per week. 
Hence, a once-a-week maid gets off 
for two of her regular days per year. 

After four years, the length of va- 
cation rises steadily to a maximum 
of 24 days (four weeks) after 14 
years’ steady employment. As ἃ 
rule-of-thumb, you add one vaca- 
tion day per year between the fourth 
and 14th years. 

If a worker in your entploy for less 
than a year should quit or be fired, 
she is still owed a proportion of the 
annual leave, which starts accumu- 
lating from the very first month 
worked. 

If your help insists that she needs 
money more than rest, and you 
agree to pay her double to work 
during all or part of her vacation 
time, no one is likely to prosecute 
you for this, although the Histadrut 
frowns on the practice. 

As in any other workplace, sched- 
uling of vacations in the domestic 
sector is worked out by mutual 

reement. 

a it happens that you will be away 
from home for a period one a 
the vacation time the employee δ 
owed, the custom is to split the ἢ 
ference, the labour council's Rabe!

REST HOME. Since 1983, all work 
ers have been entitled to arest home 
allowance in addition to a paid ve 
tion. The labour council sets ἢ i 
amount at the equivalent of Kup 
Holim Clalit rates - current} 
NIS 50 per day owed. Since Ow 
domestic helps work on an "ον H 
basis, their rate Με been fix 
NIS 5.50 per work hour. 

For the first through third yearset 
work, a full-time employee § vest 
get one week's (i.e., five days) 
home benefits. That means ἢ 
home help who works ee 
once a week gets five times N fae 
~ a total of NIS 27.50. A full! ‘et 
housekeeper or nanny woul 
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- benefits, 


: ¢ Must pay your 
ἐ ψοῆθγθεὶς bus fares to se from 


five times NIS 50, or NIS 250. 


The ainount goes up proportion- 
ately to seven days for the fourth 
through 1th year for full-time em- 
playees; eight for the Mth through 
15th year; nine for the L6th to 19th 
year; and 10 for the 20th year and 
beyond. If you can’t figure it out, 
usk the labour council. When to pay 


out this money is negotinble. 


Attorney Feinberg cautions em- 
ployers not to ignore these benefits 
and C-of-L increments. He siys 
some domestic workers deliberately 
keep quiet abut them and then, 
when they quit or retire, demand 
them for past years. A labour court 
will require the employer to pay 


them retroactively, 


SEVERANCE PAY. If a domestic 
employee is entitled to this, it is 
calculated on the basis of one 
month's wages for every year 
worked from September 1, 1983, and 
two weeks" wages for any year be- 
fore that. The figure is calculated on 
the employce's most recent wages 


(but withou’ transport allowance). 


Severance pay is not due until the 
employee has worked for 11 months 
in effect a year, because you have 
to add two weeks’ vacation and two 
weeks’ notice. Nor is it due if she 
leaves voluntarily in order to take a 
better job, or is fired for good rea- 


son, such as proven theft. 


Severance pay is certainly due 
when a female employes retires at

following the birth (or adoption) of

If she is fired for no good reason, 


or mls because of a worsening of 
Working conditions, severance pay 
is obligatory, If she quits because of

Hie novels tu promote ia Point of 
u Hvicw ~ specifically a Jewish point 
of view, 

Kaplan, a 38-yei-old native of 
Los Angeles, was making one of his 
periudic visits to Israel last week, 
coincidentally with the appearance 
in local shops of the British edition 
of his latest thriller, Builers of Pules- 
tine. The book has sold 100,000 pa- 
perback copies in the U.S. in the 
past yeur. It also received excellent 
notives, including one from The Je- 
rusalem Post's connoisseur of liter- 
ary mayhem. Philip Gillon, who 
called the novel “a gripper.” 

Much to Kaplan's satisfaction, 
Bullets also received ἃ highly posi- 
tive review in Sada al-Watan, the 
most prominent English-language 
newspaper serving the North Amer- 
ican Arab community. 

“T'm glad the book was well-re- 
ceived by both Jews and Arabs,” 
Kaplan said. “That indicates that [ 
achieved what I set out to du - to 
write a novel that would suggest the 
idea of Israel-Palestinian 
Teconciliation.” 

The suggestion is dramatized in 
the novel when an Israeli secret 
agent and a PLO hitman join forces 
in ἃ common cause -- the elimination 
of the arch-terrorist Abu Nidal. 

But hold on — Israelis aren't even 
allowed to talk peace with the PLO, 
much less form assassination squads 
with them. Isn't this straining the 
limits of credulity, even for spy 
fiction? 

“Not necessarily,” Kaplan said. 
“Not long ago, for example, The 
Wall Street Journal reported that 
PLO intelligence units were cooper- 
ating with Interpol, apparently in 
efforts to track down certain ‘rene- 
gade' or dissident Palestinian terror- 
ists. Israel, of course, works with 
Interpol as well, so it isn't out of the 
question that the two sides may have 
benefited from each other's infor- 
mation, or actually traded informa- 
tion, or cooperated in other ways." 

But why would Israeli agents and 
PLO-niks po forces? 

“Only if they had a common in- 

terest," Kaptan said, “and stopping 
Abu Nidal could be seen as just such 
an interest. Don't forget, Abu Ni- 
dal, or to give his real name, Sabri 
al-Banna, has wrought as much hav- 
oc among Palestinians as he has 
among Israelis. Abu Nidal is respon- 
sible for the murders of over a dozen 
top PLO maderates. They included 
Said Hammami, the first PLO man 
ever to suggest recognition of Israel, 
who was slain in London in 1978, 
and Issam Sartawi, who was killed in 
Lisbon in 1983, and Aziz Shehada, 
who was shot dead in Ramallah in 
1985. As a result of all this, Abu 
Nidal and Yasser Arafat are sworn 
enemies, and no doubt have con- 
tracts out on each other. 
“Now, it very well may be that 
some Israelis, maybe even intelli- 
gence personnel, were perfectly 
happy at first to sit back and watch 
Palestinians killing each other. But 
eventually, with so many of the 
more moderate PLO people being 
eliminated, and with Abu Nidal’s 
involvement in such atrocities as the 
Rome and Vienna airport attacks in 
1985, the Mossad no doubt conclud- 
ed that the sooner this menace was 
eliminated, the better. So there, in- 
credible as it may sound, you have 
the Mossad and Arafat with a com- 
mon objective.” 


BUT WHY DID Kaplan seize on 
such a dubious probability as the 
theme of Bullets of Palestine? ᾿ 

“It came about during my visit to 
Lebanon, during the Israeli inva- 
sion,” Kaplan said. “The Foreign 
Ministry arranged a visit for me, and 
L was saddened by what I saw there. 
mean, I'm a Zionist and a commit- 
ted, observant Jew. But T also think 


* 
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the Palestinian problem has to be 
resolved in a way that mncets the 
Palestinians’ sense of dignity and 
identity, So I looked at the war, and 
I said, “Okay, we've had this ~ τὸν 
what? Now how do we start repair- 
ing the damage and bringing Israclis 
and Palestinians closer together?" 

“So [decided to write a novel that 
shows that Israelis and Palestinians 
can and should cooperate. 1 show 
these two Intelligence agents, one 
Israeli and one PLO, who start off 
with mutual animosity and mistrust 
but who eventually learn to work 
together and in the end to admire 
and respect each other. They don't 
succeed in killing Abu Nidal - [ 
couldn't distort history like that - 
but that didn’t matter. My point was 
to suggest that the time had come 
for Israelis and Palestinians to start 
considering each other's concerns 
and needs. That's the only way the 
cycle of violence will be broken." 

But isn't this paradoxical - an ap- 
peal for peace and understanding 
conveyed in a shoot-em-up spy 
thriller? 

“It may seem that way," Kaplan 
acknowledges, “but I choose the 
spy-fiction genre precisely because 
it's such an efficient way to dissemi- 
nate ideas, And that's what I'm real- 
ly interested in. If it's a sort of pro- 
pagandizing, so be it." 


INDEED, THIS is not the first time 
Howard Kaplan has used the spy 
novel to promote awareness of a 
Jewish cause, His first book, for ex- 
ample, was The Chopin Express, 
which concerned the state of Soviet 
Jewry and was significant because it 
was published in the days when Jews 
in Russia were still) known as the 
“Jews of Silence." : 

“T first went to the Soviet Union 
in 1971,” Kaplan recalled. “In fact, 
it was just after I'd finished a junior 
year abroad at Hebrew University. 
As the son of Holocaust survivors, 
I've always had ἃ concern about ‘do- 
ing something’ for the sake of Jews 
in distress, Well, at that time we 
were just becoming aware of the 
stirrings of the Soviet aliya move- 
ment. I decided to try to smuggle 
some Hebrew literature from Israel 
to Moscow. I believe I was the first 
outsider to come into contact with 
the underground Hebrew teachers 
in the Soviet Union.” ᾿ 

Kaplan not only smuggled in his 
books successfully, he also smug- 
gled something out. 

ἈΠ was asked by some Moscow 
Jews to carry out some microfilm 
and to deliver it in London,” he 
said. “I don’t know what the film 
contained -- I suppose documents of 
some sort that were important to the 
aliya efforts. In any case, I was 
young and eager to do something, 50 
{ did it. And f got away with it. On 
my trip to Russia the following year, 
however, { wasn't quite so lucky. 

On that trip, he was visiting small- 
er Soviet cities like Minsk and Khar- 
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kov. [t was in the latter that the 
American was urrested by the KGB. 

“Ed just come vat of an apart 
ment where I'd been meeting with a 
number of Jews," he recalled with a 
smile, “when I was pounced on by 
ahout 10 goons, half in uniform, half 
in civilian clothes, 1 was taken tothe 
police station for interrogation, then 
held for the next three days in my 
hotel, where [ was constitly 
questioned, 

“I was threatened with 10 or 15 
years in 4 labour camp for ‘consort- 
ing with hooligans." You have to 
remember, this was in 1972, at the 
very beginning of the Soviet Jewry 
movement. My concern was that 
they would really lock me away fora 
long time as an example, in order 10 
nip in the bud all contact between 
Russian Jews and Jews from the 
West. 

“Well, for those three days I 
wasn't too worried. But I was due to 
fly out on the fourth day, and] knew 
that if they held me beyond that 
date, | would really be in for it. As it 
was, they suddenly let me go on the 
day of my scheduled departure. 
There was no more explanation for 
my release than there was for my 
arrest. But as a parting remark, one 
KGB official warned me that if any- 
thing about my arrest ever appeared 
in print, they could “get me, any- 
where in the world." 

Kaplan's adventures among the 
Soviets nevertheless did appear in 
print -- as The Chopin Express. “1 
wrote ἃ non-fiction account of my 
dealings with the Soviet Jews,’ he 
said. “It didn’t get published. But a 
different book I did was quite suc- 
cessful, and after that, my cditor 
suggested I re-do that initial non- 
fiction account in the format of my 
second book ~ that is, as a spy 
novel,” 

Kaplan's first spy novel was The 
Damascus Cover, which again was 
based on some of his clandestine 
travels. 

“While I was studying in [srael in 
1971," Kaplan recalled, “a friend 
suggested that we travel to some 
Arab countries. So off we went to 
Cyprus, where we got new Ameri- 
can passports, and then on ta Leba- 
non. We went to synagogue on Fri- 
day night in Beirut and met 
members of the Jewish community. 
It was there that I learned about 
Jewish children being smuggled out 
of Damascus to Lebanon. 

“1 was excited by the story be- 
cause, like most people, I didn't 
know anything about the situation 
of Syrian Jewry. Anyway, my friend 
and [ went on to Damascus. We 
located the Jewish quarter there but 
cut our visit short when we realized 
we were being followed. We decid- 
ed not to press our luck and took a 
taxi back to Beirut. At the border, a 
guard looked at my passport and 
said, ‘Kaplan? That's a nice, ancient 
name.' And he made some joke 
about life being more pleasant in 
Beirut than ‘down there,’ meaning 
Israel. So there wasn't much ques- 
tion about our petting by without 


bong recagiizedns Jews. Neverthe:

Kapkin’s brief foray int the Arah 
world, combined with a long and 
intensive period of research, result 
«Ὁ in The Banas Cover, which 


he avid he pul posely designed tu be 
“a duisk-nbirkel bogk tooalert the 
warld te the state of Syrntn Jews." 
But in additien ta describing the 


efforts to spitit Jewish children out 
of the Dumaseus ghetty, it's alse at 
taut nevel about a highly placed [s- 
raeli mole in the Syrian povernment, 
The formula worked, and the huok 
was subsequently translated inte 
cigh! languages. 


ALL THREE of Kaplan’s novels 
combine fast-paced yarns with the 
verisimilitude that miucks the best af 
spy fiction, Extensive research, he 
said, is the secret of credibility. 

“For example," he said, "for Bul- 
lets of Palestine, | (riveted to nine 
Eurapean countries where Abu Ni- 
dal tnd been active, in London [ 
stiyed in the hotel where Ammbassa- 
dor Shlomo Argoy was shot, and 
subsequently interviewed his chiuf- 
feur, who was next to Argov when 
he was hit. [ interviewed Abu Ni- 
dal's relatives in Nablus. I've also 
had Jong talks with Isrueli Intelli- 
gence agents.” 

Between bouts of writing fiction, 
Kaplan teaches an unusual course at 
UCLA. Himself a graduate in Mid- 
dle Eastern Studies, Kaplan de- 
signed ἃ programme in which the 
Arab-Israeli conflict is studied 
through Israeli and Palestinian 
fiction. 

“Usually about 40 per cent of my 
students are Jewish,” he said, “and 
about 20 per cent are Arab, with the 
rest coming from the general stu- 
dent population, We read all the 
well-known Isracli writers, and Pal- 
estinians like Ghassan Kanafani, 
who T suppose was best known out- 
side of Arab literary circles for being 
spokesman for the Popular Front - 
until he was killed by a car bomb in 
Beirut. 

“Needless to say," Kaplan contin- 
ued, “the course hus an cye-opening 
effect on the students. The Jewish 
students are usually totally unaware 
of. Palestinian writing, and as for the 
Arab students -- well, one Arab gir] 
made what I thought was a very 
telling remark when she read Amos 
ΟΖ My Michuef and suid: ‘I never 
realized that Israclis had 
problems|'" 

Kaplan, who has been teaching 
the course for seven years, sald that 
being Jewish and a Zionist has not 
prevented his being objective as a 
teacher. “I'm «ven-handed in the 
classroom,” he smiled, “and al- 
though some J+1aclis may not like 
the term, I’m even-handed about 
Israelis and Palestinians in Builets of 
Palestine. And that's ideological 
with me. ['m pro-Israel, but Llike to 
do what I can to push the idea of 
resolving the canflict. Le Carré's 
Little Drummer Girl was a superb 
novel, but what happens in the end? 
The [sraelis bomb the hell out of the 
refugee camps in Beirut. I was try- 
ing to suggest that the time had 
come for gelting beyond that kind of 
thing.” 

Yet if Kaplan's last novel made a 
plea for reconciliation, he said he 
would find it difficult to repeat that 
message in his next book. 

“T must say this latest trip of mine 
to Israel has left me with a feeling of 
gloom,” the writer said, “I've been 
visiting the towns, villages and refu- 
gee camps in the West Bank and 
Gaza, | just have a sense of catastro- 
pe: I'll only digest everything when 
"m back home. But | can't help 
thinking my next novel is going to 
convey a very dark picture of the 
future.” im)

Through these archetypes, when

Setting theology aside for the mo- 
ment, it is clear that the Hebrew 
script we use today was not always in 
general use among the Jews. This 
assumption, and its implications, 
was already discussed in the Talmud. 
Furthermore, it is also clear that the 
ancient Hebrew script (also called 
Paleo-Hebrew) was shared, with 
minor variations, with the Phoene- 
cians, Moabites, Edamites and other 
Semitic peoples of the area; and that 
from this Paleo-Semitic script de- 


veloped all the modern Eurdpdan ‘ 


alphabets — Greek, Latin and Cyril- 
lie. 


JOSEPH NAVEH, in his book Ear- 
ly History of the Alphabet (Jeru- 
salem, Magnes Press, 222 pp. No 
price stated) attempts to trace scien- 
tifically the development of the 
Pateo-Semitic script itself from other 
antecedents, and then the develop- 
ment of modern Semitic ancl Euro- 
penn alphabets from it, 


In his introduction, the au- 
thor says that the book, although 
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intended for readers with no pre- 
vious knowledge of epigraphy or 
paleography, does not avoid scien- 
tific problems, Many a reader might 
get the opposite impression -- that it 
is intended primarily for experts, 
although it does make an attempt to 
be of interest to the uninitiated, 
Carefully analysing inscriptions 
portrayed in 164 drawings and 25 


‘photographic plates, one or more of 


which adorn almost every page of 
the book, Naveh traces the develop- 
ment from the so-called “Proto- 
Canaanite™ acrophonic alphabet—in 
which pictures represented not 
idens, as in hieroglyphic writing, but 
the sound of the first letter of the 
object depicted - to the more effi- 
cient so-called “Phoenician” script 
which, except for minor stylistic cif- 
ferences, is identical to Paleo- 
Hebrew, From there he traces the 
development of Greck and Latin 
from this script. 

His method, a scientific, technical 


ogy 


speaks 


and detailed analysis of epigraphics 
and handwriting development, re- 
minded me of John Gill's cross- 
examination of handwriting experts 
concerning the Trawniki document 
in the Demjanjuk trial. Anyone but 
an expert would likely lose interest 
through much of the analyses, which 
take up a large part of the book. But 
most readers will enjoy the historical 
aspects, which describe how expand- 
ing empires brought their own 
scripts to facilitate the administra- 
tion of large, multi-lingual empires. 
Despite his generally scientific 
approach, Naveh makes a number of 
unwarranted or even contradictory 
assumptions that lead to unwar- 
ranted conclusions. On one occa- 
sion, he assumes that as alphabets 
develop, they better define fine dif- 
ferences of pronunciation, But on 
another occasion, he assumed with- 
out basis that Hebrew evolved from 
an unknown Proto-Semitic language 
that was more well-defined - as is 
evident from the larger number of 
phonemes in all its descendent ton- 
gues together, but that were sup- 
posedly dropped from Hebrew. 


Another unwarranted assumption 
of serious dimensions that he puts 
forward more than once is that the 
Hebrews adopted the art of writing, 
among other cultural values, from 
the Canaanites whose land they con- 
quered, and that the Hebrews were 
not literate until around the begin- 
ning of the nyenarchy. Besides con- 
tradicting scriptural accounts of 
Hebrew writing as early as Moses, 
this also contradicts the very 
archeological evidence presented in 
the book. 

The Hebrews, whose patriarchs 
lived in Babylon, Aram and Egypt— 
all of which had at the lime well- 
developed writing systems, exam- 
ples of which are shown and insly- 
sed in the book - and who them- 
selves produced a rich literary and 
moral heritage, would hardly have 
had what to learn from the hedonist 
Canaanites whom they despised and 
wiped out. In discussing the change 
from Paleo-Hebrew to modern Heb- 
τοῖν or “Ashurian™ script at the be- 
ginning of the Second Temple, 
Naveh writes: “We are faced with an 
extraordinary phenomenon: the 
Jews, ἃ conservative nation which 
adhered strictly to its traditional 
values, abandoned their own script 
in favour of a new one.” 

Unable to explain the phe- 
nomenon, he refers the reader to the 
theological discussion of the mutter 
in the Talmud. The same ustonish- 
ment evinced here could just as well 
be evoked, if not more so, at the 
suggestion of their learning literacy 
from the Canaanites. 


ONE OF THE SOURCES of our 
knowledge of Paleo-Hebrew is the 
wealth of inscribed coins that have 
survived since the beginning of the 
Second Temple. Jacob Maltiel- 
Gerstenfeld, in his New Catalogue of 
Ancient Jewish Coins (Tel Aviv, 
Minerva Associated. 155 pp. No 
price stated), presents the most com- 
pei and up-to-date catalogue of 
jewish coins from the Persian period 
until Bar Kochba. 

In addition to being up-dated to 
include the latest finds, its greatest 
contribution is perhaps its introduc- 
tory study of the Jewish denomina- 
tional system and its relation to the 
other systems prevalent at the time. 
Well documented and analysed, it is 
based on citations, cross-references 
and comparison of sources in the 
Mishna, Talmud, and Tosefta, as 
well as Greek and Roman sources 
and scientific analyses of weights and 
compositions of archeological finds. 
Also included is an original 14-page 
guide which tells the prospective 
buyer how to evaluate the collector's 
value of any given specimen. 

The system is based on the com- 
bined factors of state of preserva- 
tion, rarity and  slertiegalit The 
remainder of the book is a catalogue. 


A clear photograph of each coin's 
obverse and reverse is shown, with 
an explanation, and transliteration 
and translation of the legend, 


AN ENGLISH edition of the 
archeologicul newsletter of the Israel 
Department of Antiquities is now 
available. Entitled Exeavatlons and 
Surveys In Israel (Jerusalem, Istael 
Department of Antiquities and 
Museums. No price stated), fou 
volumes have been published, each 
one presenting preliminary reports 
of about 100 different excavations 
conducted during the four years 
from 1982 to 1985 Tespectively. The 
numerous excavations described 
bear no special relationship to each 
other beyond having been carried 
out during the same year. 

Mainly for professionals, the work 
goes into great detail and its procliv- 
ity to describe exactly even common, 
insignificant finds would not be like- 
ly to interest the layman. Non- 
professionals would nevertheless 
probably enjoy glancing through to 
catch points of interest. There are no 
plates, few sketches, a number of 
blueprints and u few maps. Each 
volume is approximately 120 pages, 
and includes translations of the two 
yearly Hebrew newsletters. 


THOSE PLANNING to participate 
in excavations can avail themselves 
of A Manual of Ficld Excavation, 
edited by William G. Dever and H. 
Darrell Lance (New York, Nelson 
Glueck Schoo! of Biblical Archeolo- 
ΒΥ. 240 pp. No price stated). An 
operational “handbook,” it deals 
with practical procedures to be fol- 
lowed at an excavation rather than 
with any general or particular 
theories of archeology or with speci- 
fic finds. Organization of personnel, 
stratigraphy, typology, tools and re- 
cording systems are covered. Pre- 
sented in the format of a description 
of the Phuse 1 excavations at Gezer, 
it sports only a few photographs and 
drawings, and is professional by na- 
ture. 


THE FINAL REPORT of Phase IV 
of the Gezer excavation, Gezer IV 
(Jerusalem, Nelson Glueck School 
of Biblical Archeology, 2 vols.: 275 
pp. text, 120 pp. plates, 25 plans. No 
price stated), has been published. 
Edited by William Dever and H.D. 
Lance, it is the epitome of ἃ 
sional archeological work, almo 
incomprehensible to anyone with 
less than at least an amateur’s know- 
ledge.

THE PUBLICATION of a disserta- 
tion written 62 long years previously 
for the degree of M.Sc. (Econ.) at 
the London School of Economics 
and Political Science calls for some 
explunation, Especially when the au- 
thor has cleurly not attempted to 
revise or update his work in the light 
of what has happened in this particu- 
lar field of research during the in- 
tervening six decades. 

As we read the author's “inini- 
biography,” appended to ihe book, 
however, we begin to understand, 
and to sympathize. Zvi Shwarz was 
born in 1896 in Russia, and com- 
pleted hissecondary education at the 
Herzliya Gyninasium in Tol Aviv. 
He is now 92, and for the last 50 years 
or so has been a lawyer and uotary, 
and not actively engaged in work on 
Maimonides. The mini-biography 
tells us that the positions hetd by 
Shwarz “are too numerous to list in

their entirety," though none of them 
had any relation to medieval Jewish 
philosophy. He obviously wanted 
this almost forgotten literary effort 
to see the light of day, and who can 
blame him? (He dedicates the work 
to the memory of his Inte father and 
to his ‘devoted wife, Rachel, on the 
occasion of her 90th birthday and 
our 72nd wedding anniversary."”) 
Quite apart from the personal ele- 
ment, The Social and Political Ideas 
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of Maimonides does contain a good 
deal that is new, and more that is 
simply interesting. The approach isa 
fresh one, Written under the direc- 
tlon of the great, and sadly forgot- 
ten, Harold Laski, and of Professor 
Abraham Wolf, this study relates 
Maimonides’ thought to the broader 
perspective of Greek and Islamic 
social and political thought. 

As Dr. Jeffrey Macy of the Heb- 
rew University points out in 8. short 
Foreword, in at least one instance 
the book also sheds light on the use 
of Maimonides’ writings by early 
19th century English radical think- 
ers. Tt discusses also Maimonides' 
influence on his Moslem contempor- 
aries. [t is not widely known, for 


instance, that Maimonides warned 
his readers not to transcribe his 
Guide for the Perplexed in Arabic, 
thereby making it accessible to his 
Moslem contemporaries, who he 
thought might be offended by his 
views on prophecy. 

But his warning was disregarded, 
and during his own lifetime several 
copies of the book were in circula- 
tion in which the Arabic original was 
Presented in Arabic rather than 
Hebrew characters. It is now author- 
itatively known that the work was 
Rot only read and studied by Moslem 
scholars and theologians at the time 
but that its contents actually influ- 
enced some of these thinkers. Dr. 
Shwarz notes, too, that the Moslem 
scholar al-Tibrizi wrote a commen- 
tary on the first part of the Guide. 

Zvi Shwarz dwells also, and at 
Wwure: tengtn, on the influence 
Maimonides works had on Christian 
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thealogy. Needless to sy. ayer 
his impact was greatest 0! 
phlicsphy and religious thought. 
As the author observes. M 
nides’ influence on Jewish thougt 
was deep and lasting. “His doctrines 
divided the Jews into two a 
camps, the Maimonists and the an 
Maimonists; but after a protract fer 
struggle the first carried the day. 
Maimonides stands out as the

eridge's Ancient Mariner, a ‘strange 
power of specch.* δ 

Levi got a second chance when a 
reissued Survival becume a bestsel- 
ler. The Reawakening. describing his 
post-liberation wanderings, made 
his reputation. The first book was 
nut gloomy, unlike Elie Wiesel's 
Night; for Levi, Auschwitz was "an 
education.” He compared his fas- 
cinution with camp routine to “the 
curiusity of the naturalist who finds 
himself transplanted intu an en- 
vironment that is monstrous, but 
new, monstrously new.” The 
Reawakening contained what Philip 
Roth called “exuberance. Levi suw 
his months in rags as “a providential 
but unrepeatable gift of fate." Arriv- 
ing in bombed-out Katovice, he and 
his companion were “as cheerful as 
schoolboys.” His next four books 
would share this spirit. 

Rave reviews accompanied every 
book's release. The critics ‘dele- 
brated the power that Levi could 
channel into his writings. And life in 
Turin went well, A devoted family 
man, Levi rose to become hoth the 
manager of an enamelled copper 
wire plant and a leading specialist in 
his field. A sought-after celebrity, he 
still found time for hobbies such as 
Yiddish, translating other authors 
and playing chess with a computer. 

So why cid Primo Levi, a Renniss- 
ance man if there ever was one, 
throw himself dawa the stairwell of 
his apartment building last April? 

The Drowned and the Saved is 
Levi's last completed book. 11 could 
be subtitled “One Long Suicide 
Note." 11 has all the energy nnd 
control of his previous books, but is 
darker, angricr, Levi's sharp focus 
lands here nat on the joys of life, but 
upon its perversions, 

He prefaces the book with a 
quotation from Simon Wiesenthal, 
who remembered that the camp 
guards used to tease the prisoners 
with, “However this war muy end, 
we have won the war aguiust you, 
none of you will be left to benr 
witness, but even if someone was to 
survive, the world would not believe 
him." 

Milan Kundera also explored the 
illusions of memory in his brilliunt 
Rook of Laugier and Forgetting, 
but he did so with pattern and parn- 
ble. Levi shacks, The Jews as a 
group were nol sheep to the shiugh- 
ter, but neither were they all heroes 
to the end. Levi tries [0 break these 
imuges by presenting more vivid 
ones.

The Nazis' “most demonic 
crime,” he says, was conceiving and 
creating the Sonderkummandos, a 
prisoner Corps responsible for car- 
trying corpses, out of the gas cham- 
bers, pulling tecth and cutting hair 
and overseeing the ovens. Culled 
from the transport, an SK would 
soun sink to his guards’ foul level. 
Levi describes an SS-SK football 
match, wryly compnring the field, 
“at the gates of hell," to "the village 
green." Why? The Nazis rejoiced in 
knowing that “we have embraced 
you, corrupted you, cragged you to 
the battom with us. You too, like us 
and like Cain, have killed the 
brother. Come, we can play 
together.” 

The book climaxes with a serics of 
letters Levi received from Germans 
who felt obliged to explain. Some 
confess, sume deny, some evade and 
some Ile, Levi concludes that the 
world might appear different, but 
nothing is new. Senseless violence is 
an endemic epidemic; we have 
ignored nut only the lessons the 
Holocaust taught us, but also those 
of Vietnam, Cambodia, Mu‘alot, 
Afghanistan and Iran-Jraq. “Many 
-new tyrants have kept in their drawer 
Adolf Hitler's Mein Kampf." Levi 
writes, and “with a few changes 

erhaps... it can still come in 

ancy." 

Nor is the prognosis good. “A 
sceptical generation stands at the 
threshold of. adulthood,” he says, 
“berelt nat of ideals but of certain- 
ties, Indeed distrusiful of the grand 
revealed truth, disposed instead to 
accept the small truths, changeable 


from month to. manth on the con-' 


vulsed wave of cultural fashion, 
whether guiced or wild.” 
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THE MOST FAITHFUL criterion 
for judging a fictional work is the 
quality of its “fictional dream,” as 
John Gardner put it. Do the words 
carry us out of our living room, and 
onto that (rain travelling through 
Siberia, into that dark medieval cas- 
tle? This method is reliable only for 
“realistic” fiction; for fairy tales and 
the like, we smile and altow our 
belicf to be suspended, ifonly for the 
duration. 

The Boy from Over There is bitled 
as a novel for children, but it might 
be out of their class, weighing in at 
almost 200 pages. A young af a 
Holocaust survivor, is sent to ἃ kib- 
butz in the Jordan Valley, not far 
from Deganya. Though separated 
from his ἐ συλ he believes that she 
is still alive. A girl whose father was 
also last seen in Europe befriends 
him and tries to help him adjust to 
his new life. Tamar Bergman cap- 
tures a child’s-eye view of the hectic 
days lending up to the War of Inde- 
pendence, Backing her up is Hillel 
Halkin's masterly trunslation from 
the Hebrew. 


IN ESSENCE a worn-out theme, 
Murder in Yiddish is the Sam Spade 
detective novel with a veneer of 
Jewish ethnicity plastered on. It 
doesn’t work, Jewish surnames and a 
“Jewish" setting - Manhattan -- 
aren't enough to polish away the 
cliches. Our hero even calls his 
woman (a nice Jewish girl, presum- 
ably) "sweetheart." Enough said, 


NEITHER DOES The Mazel Tov 
fess. A Jewish girl grows up spoiled 
in Sydney, Australia. Lost in col- 
lege, she searches for meuning and 
finds it in religion. After graduating, 
she moves to Melbourne and marries 
ἃ Hassid. The premise is great, but 
the book is dull. Sarah Ebenor could 
have delved into the powerful inter- 
nal changes that accompany spiritual 
awakening, but instead stays on the 
outside. As a result, the book be- 
comes a shell; strong Jewish matrons 
Appear as colourless as - Stepford 
wives, while joyous weddings and 
Sabbaths turn into humdrum affairs, 
The topic has much potential, but 
the atmosphere is thick and terribly 
grey, It's too bad. 


SHORTLY AFTER Levi's suicide, 
Alexander Stille wrote in The New 
York Times Book Review: “By the 
end of his fife, Levi had become 
increasingly convinced that the les- 
sons of the Hulocaust were destined 
tobe lost as it took n place among the 


rentine atrecities of history.” “Hiese 
three novels - written hy Jews - 
illustrate this print precisely. 

Bergman confronts the Holacaust 
head on. The children in her book 
have been affected by it and react 
accordingly. In contrast, the most 
damning evidence uguinst the other 
two buoks is the cusual altitudes they 
adopt towards the Holocaust. Afur- 
der in Yiddish is the worst offender. 
Isidore Haiblum makes the long 
night one small clue in his convo- 
luted plot. His Jewish detective picks 
it up like a bug, examines it but 
briefly under his magnifying glass, 
and moves on. 

Not much better is The Mazel 
Tov. The death camps become a 
sledgehammer thal the parents 
swing to try to bludgeon their newly 
fram daughter back to the secular 
world, Where was Gud, they de- 
mand, who allowed such a thing to 
happen? The girl has no answer, so 
she skips the subject and moves on. 

Levi had committed himself, 
through his writing, to exploring his 
own soul, in order tu find not only 
the meaning of Auschwitz, but also 
to ensure that its putrid message 
would somehow remain fresh. He 
acknowledged in his books and to his 
friends that he had failed utterly in 
both aims. Perhaps this is why he 
also moved on. o

ON THE UNTIMELY DEATH of 
both her father-in-law and husband, 
Ruth the Moubitess remuins loyal to 
her mother-in-law Naomi and re- 
turns with her to Bethlehem. There 
she marries the influential Boaz, 
kinsman of her late husband, bears it 
son and becomes matriarch of the 
royal House of David. 

Π ἃ slim volume (pamphlet, resl- 
ly) entitled simply Megillar Ruth, 
Reuven Kashani introduces us to 
this moving and yct perplexing bibli- 
cal tale. Drawing upon ancient and 
modern sources, Kashani brings to 
the fore the many questions and in- 
terpretations that have been attract- 
ing the attention of scholars for 
generations. 

“And it happened in the days 
when the Judges judged.” Thus be- 
gins the Book of Ruth. But those 
“days” lasted 350 years and there is 
no clear indication when the events 
described in Ruth actually took 
place. 

Later translated into Greek dur- 
ing the time of the Second Temple, 
Kashani points out that the Book of 
Ruth actually inspired gentile wom- 
en to convert to Judaism. 


AMONG THE MOST intriguing 
questions raised relates to the gene- 
alogy of King David. Ruth, after all, 
was a non-Jew, a member of the 
nation of Moab, enemies of the Isra- 
elites. (Jews were forbidden to mar- 
ty male Moabite converts.) Ruth, 
nonetheless, demonstrating filial de- 
votion and human kindness, is the 
book's heroine, and, like many bibli- 
cal tales, the story is a hauntingly 
modern one, 

For centuries the Book of Ruth 
has captured the imagination of art- 
ists. Included in Kashani's booklet 
are illustrations by Gustav Doré, 
Hans Holbein and Camille Pissarro, 
to name a few. There is also a fac- 
simile of the Book of Ruth from an 
undated medieval manuscript. ©

RUTH GRUBER has made it her 
life’s work to accompany Jewish re. 
fugees with pen and camera toa safe 
haven. Refugees are her lifelong 
involvement. She has tet us share 
their und her experiences in several 
articles and a number of best-selling 
books. In Haven she writes about 
her own experience as a very young 
woman in escorting 1,U00 refugees 
from war-torn Europe to the United 
States. But her main interest is Israel 
and her ulim. She must have made 40 
trips to Israel, some of them on ships 
carrying illegal immigrants. Her Ra- 
quella, A Woman of Israel won her 
the 1979 National Jewish Book 
Award. 

It was clear that Operation Moses 
and the story of the exodus of Ethio- 
pian Jews would arouse new interest 
and exercise her dating journalism. 
Rescue is the fruit of that interest. 
Visits to Ethiopia and to the air lift 
base, as well as time spent with 
Ethiopian immigrants in Israel, have 
produced a fascinating book. While 
it has the quality of a thriller, it 
includes an honest description of the 
conditions the Jewish community in 
Ethiopia lnbours under, its way of 
life, mengre standard of living, cus- 
toms, handicrafts and religous be- 
liefs. 

We follow the dangerous route (0 
Sudun and become acquainted with 
the unbelievable conditions in the 
refugee cump. And we meet the 
Ethiopians after their arrival in 
Israel and are able to identify with 
their difficulties. On ἃ happier note, 
we share the tove story of two young 
Ethiopians, up to their marriage. 

Many reuclers will find that Rescue 
brings tears to their eyes. Ruth Gn- 
ber tells its story well, giving us ἃ 
better understanding of the ancient 
Ethiopian Jewish community, the 
route it took to Israel, and its 
absorption in this country. It is ἃ 
book which will help us live along 
side our new brothers and sisters. ©

The late James Cameron once 
visited H.M. Prison Hull, a very 
daunting nick for hard cases, and 
heard the same tune from one of the 
old lags who reminded him that they 
had once been colleagues on the 
News Chronicle. That was, of 
course, before he had bettered him- 
self — however briefly ~ by becoming 
one of the Great Train Robbers. 
“Never mind," the villain consoled 
Cameron, who was still stuck in the 
πῆ old rut, “there is hope for us 
alll.” 

It is comforting to think that this 
former newspaperman still had a lot 
of porridge to eat, for most of the 
rogues do not get their just deserts — 
not in this life anyway -- a state of 
affairs exemplified in a story told 
about the old Paris Herald. Between 
the wars, various staffers shared the 
task of writing the “People” column 
which was bylined “Samuel! Jus- 
tice." Whenever a reader, say Alice 
B. Topless, the bosom friend of 
Curtrude Stein, would ask to speak 
to the columnist, she would be told 
“There ain't no Justice." 


ATINY minority of hacks will liter- 
ally stop at nothing to get a scoop; 
breaking and entering, wiretapping, 
impersonation and entrapment are 
grist to their mill. Yet simple bias 
and shoddy work do even more 
damage to the credibility of the me- 
dia, for many people witness the 
events covered and are uncomfort- 
ably aware that what they are read- 
ing or seeing on the screen is nor the 
way it was.

The trouble is 
that, as Conor Cruise O'Brien once 
wrote in the /rish Times, it is possi- 
ble to make a statement “consisting 
of a series of entirely accurate asser- 
tions which, through selective omis- 
sions, manages to make a grossly 
misleading impression.”
